WASHINGTON, D. C,—-Four hours 


of furious debate in the senate on the 
Republican demand for the complete { 
text of the peace treaty, now locked 
up in the state department, inaugu- 
rated the great battle over the league 
of nations covenant which is expect- 
ed to continue «several months. 


Backed by the Republican majority 


and a few Democrats, Senator John- 
son urged the adoption of his resolu- 
tion calling on the state department 
for the text of the treaty, to uhich he 
contended the American people are as 
much entitled as the Germans. 
KEPLY BY HITCHCOCK. 


On behalf of the 
administration 


Senator Hitchcock opposed the reso- 
lution, denying that the treaty had 
been published in 
Germany, and 


characterizing the Republican move 
as an effort to ''throw a monkey 
•wrench" into the peace making mach- 
inery. 
, 
Senator Sherman, who had intro- 


duced a resolution to separate 
the 


league covenant from the peace treaty 
enlivened the proceedings in charac- 
teristic manner by ridiculing the ad- 
'nunistration as a collection of Social- 
ists and despots and denouncing tha 
league of nations scheme as "Infa- 
mous criminal insanity." 


When the senate adjourned until 


i Monday the resolution was still pend- 
ing, 
together with a 
number 
of 


emendments offered by the Democrats 
to enable the president to withhold 
ihe text of the treaty for reasons of 
etate.

In opening 
the debate 
Senator 


Johnson called attention to newspa- 
per reports that the treaty had been 
'published in full in Germany. 


"If the senator from California 


i.ill permit me," Senator Hitchcock j 
interrupted, ''I can say very definitely 
that the treaty has not been pub- 
lished in any country, but that re- 
fusal has been made to consent to its 
publication by those who must be 
considered " 


Senator Hitchcock said there never 


•was an instance in the history of the 
United States when the senate had 
called upon the president for a copy 
of a treaty under negotiation. He 
pointed out that Germany had not 
yet signed the treaty.

The advance of the Finns from the 


north and the Esthonlans from the 
west is squeezing Petrograd In a 
vise from which the only apparent 
escape is by evacuntion of the city. 
The movement of the 
Esthonians 


also threaten to cut railway com- 
munication between Petrograd 
and 


Moscow and the Bolshevikl forces 
apparently must defeat tho Esthon- 
ians quickly or begin their retreat 
from Petrograd to 
prevent 
being 


hemmed In there. 


An allied fleet, according to un- 


confirmed reports received here is 
engaging the 
resurrected Russian 


Baltic fleet in the Gulf of Finland, 
not far from Petrograd, in co-oper- 
ation with the Esthonian army. 


The Bolsheviki leaders in Petro- 


grad are said to be growing panicky 
and hundreds of their followers are 
reported to be deserting. More than 
half a million workers in the fac- 
tories there have been called to take 
up arms against the Esthonians and 
Finns, and the 
Bolshevikl 
claim 


they have mobilized 3,000,000 sol- 
diers to oppose their enemies on all 
fronts. 


Starvation in Petrograd is under- 


stood to be imminent and various 
reports have it that thousands are 
dying daily of privations.

when this was written: 


Germany 
is prepared

gates will be called home if 
the 


allies flatly refuse to mako 
alter- 


ations. 


This view was obtained from both 


official and semi-official sources. It 
was further revealed that there is a 
disposition to be satisfied with very 
slight changes in the terms, which 
would serve to assuage the feelings 
of that portion of the population op- 
posed to the treaty. The government, 
in the event of even 
unimportant 


modifications, could point to them 
as a "diplomatic victory." 


What will happen In Germany If 


the treaty Is not signed, is a ques- 
tion only the future can reveal. But, 
in the realm of prophesy trouble can 
easily he foreseen on 
the 
eastern' 


front. The nationalistic spirit is keen 
there, especially in Silesia, the popu- 
lation of which Is threatening never 


lo give in to the Poles. Germany, 
it Is said, has no Intention of resist- 
ing the application of the treaty con- 
ditions In the west, tut in the east, 
there appears to be every possibility 
of bloodshed. 


This agitation In the east seems 


to an outside observer as particularly 
futile since even if a plebiscite were 
granted In tho corridor to be given 
Poland there is every liklihood the 
vote would go against the Germans. 
Nevertheless, the German govern- 
ment feels that it could use 
tha 


plebiscite as proof to the people that 
the principle of 
self-determination 


had been fully carried out, and that 
there was nothing left to do, but 
submit to the will of the people and 
accept the terms. 


The economic and food situation 


in Germany obviously Is such that 
the country could not 
hold 
long 


against re-application of the allied 
blockade and there are many predic- 
tions that if the delegates refused 
to sign and 
the 
blockade 
were 


clamped on again, there would be 
an upheaval that would sweep the 
present government from power.
